Select Board receives 
notifications, 
approves licenses

WILMINGTON — During 
the Select Board meeting 
on Monday, Dec. 11, the 
board received communi- 
cations from the tempo- 
rary town manager, DPW 
director, IT director, and 
director of accounts from’ 
the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Revenue along 
with requests for various 
licenses and spaces. 

Temporary Town Mana- 
ger Lou Cimaglia’s memo 
to the board proposed that 
the members begin to pon- 
der how the process should 
work wherein the board 
will now have the authori- 
ty to grant permissions for 
the carnival. He mention- 
ed previously these re- 
quests went to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, but now 
they would go to this 
board instead: 

Select Board member 
Kevin Caira asked if Ci- 


maglia sent them the cur- 
rent version of the appli- 
cation as used by the ZBA. 
Cimaglia confirmed this 
was the case and asked 
the board to review in 
case they wanted to make 
any changes. He suggest- 
ed potentially a fee or a 
related consideration, ask- 
ing them to come up with 
ideas on the process for 
review and approval. 

Caira proposed having a 
CORI check done on the 
carnival applicants. He 
also asked to see the last 
few applications provided 
by the 4th of July Com- 
mittee to see if the form 
worked well for them. 

Lilia Maselli said they 
could consider including 
operating hours on the 
application. 

Gary DePalma asked the 
board to continue discus- 
sing this topic at their 
next meeting in January.

WILMINGTON — At the 
Dec. 11 Select Board meet- 
ing, representatives from 
the consulting firm hired 
to assist in the town man- 
ager search provided an 
update for the board. 

Senior Associate John 
Petrin of Community Pa- 
radigm Associates, LLC 
first introduced the team 
working with the town 
manager search commit- 
tee. He mentioned that he 
himself is a retired town 
administrator out of Bur-

lington, acting on this pro- 
ject as the lead person. 

He said they also have a 
few retired town man- 
agers on the project along 
with several communica- 
tions experts. 

Petrin went on to say 
that they made good pro- 
gress so far, having met 
with both the screening 
committee and talking to 
the board members indi- 
vidually. They also met 
with the town department 
heads in person and found 
professionalism among 
them. 

Their next step was to 
outline the characteristics 
the town would seek in a 
town manager including 
leadership, community ac- 
tivity, and knowledge of 
the community. They also 
sent several surveys in

Account Manager Shan- 
non DePierro and her 
husband, Carpentry Team 
Leader Mike DePierro, 
each directed $2,000 to 
Amirah. This Beverly- 
based organization pro- 
vides support for women 
seeking to exit the com- 
mercial sex trade. 

“We felt passionate 
about contributing to a 
nonprofit that helps un- 
derserved individuals,” 
said the long-time Wil- 
mington residents. “Ami- 
rah works with a stigma- 
tized, often traumatized 
population whose unique 
needs likely aren’t being 
directly addressed by 
many other organiza- 
tions. And when we 
learned that Amirah 


happens to be a Cum- 


mings leasing client, we 
were even more gratified 
by our selections.” 

Then, they also learned 
that the nonprofit had 
been awarded $100,000 in 
2021 through Cummings 
Foundation’s annual $30 
Million Grant Program. 

Cummings Community 
Giving is open to staff at 
Cummings Properties as 
well as its affiliated sen- 
ior living communities, 
New Horizons at Choate, 
in Woburn, and New 
Horizons at Marlbor- 
ough. In recent years, 
the program has expand- 
ed to include longtime 
leasing clients and Cum- 
mings Foundation volun- 
teers.

rization Act (NDAA). 
This must-pass legisla- 
tion dictates our nation’s 
defense priorities and 
spending. 

As a member of the 
House Armed Services 
Committee and Marine 
‘veteran, Moulton has 
been involved in the cre- 
ation of the annual de- 
fense bill each year since 


“being elected to Con- 


gress. 

In July, Moulton voted 
against an earlier ver- 
sion of the bill due to the 
inclusion of controver- 
sial, politically-motivat- 
ed provisions added by 
House Republicans. Spe- 
cifically, Moulton would 
not support any legisla- 
tion that would have 
made it extremely diffi- 
cult for female service 
members to travel out of 
state for reproductive 
healthcare. 

“The NDAA is one of the 
last truly bipartisan ef- 
forts in Congress. Unfor- 
tunately, the process of 
writing this legislation fell 
victim to extreme politics. 
By entangling our nation’s 
defense with GOP culture 
wars, far-right Republi- 
c-ans in the House showed 
that they are willing to use 
our troops as_ political 
pawns,” said Congress- 
man Moulton. “Fortunate- 
ly, Democrats fought to 


successfully remove many 


of the most egregious pro- 
visions — like making it 
nearly impossible for wo- 
men servicemembers to 
travel out of state for re- 
productive healthcare and 
dismantling diversity pro- 
grams across the military. 
No defense bill is perfect, 
but this legislation has 
come a long way in the 
conference process. The 
final product makes in- 
vestments in the core 
strength of our national 
defense: service members, 
DoD civilians, and their 
families.” 


Key provisions in 
FY2024 NDAA: 

Supports the proposed 
5.2% pay raise for serv- 
ice members and ex- 
pands eligibility for the 
Basic Needs Allowance 
(program that provides 
funds for food, housing, 
etc. for our lowest paid 
service members) and 
makes significant invest- 
ments in child develop- 
ment centers. 

Authorizes $650 million 
worth of investments in 
energy resilience and 
energy conservation pro- 
jects. 

Enables key pillars of 
AUKUS, a security part- 
nership for the Indo-Pa- 
cific region between Aus- 
tralia, the United King- 
dom, and the United 
States 

Extends Section 702 of 
the Foreign Intelligence 
and Surveillance Act, a 
critical U.S. national se- 
curity tool that allows the 
U.S. to conduct surveil- 


lance of bad actors ab- 
road. Congressman Moul- 
ton supports this provi- 
sion, but strongly sup- 
ports efforts to reform 
the program in the com- 
ing months. 

As a member of the 
House Armed Services 
Committee, Moulton also 
submitted his own provi- 
sions for the bill. 


Moulton’s NDAA 
provisions include: 

Protecting Servicemem- 
ber Data: A provision 
that prohibits govern- 
ment contractors from 
selling data collected on 
servicemembers during 
the course of their con- 
tract. A recent Duke Uni- 
versity study showed 
that data brokers are 
selling highly detailed 
personal data on thou- 
sands of active-duty and 
veteran U.S. military 
members for as little as 
one cent per name. 

Preventing Drug Over- 
doses by Ensuring Ac- 
cess to Naloxone on Mili- 
tary Installations: a.pro- 
vision that. requires na- 
loxone, a nasal spray ca- 
pable of reversing a fatal 
opioid overdose, to be 
available on every instal- 
lation and on ships. The 
bill also requires in- 


creased access to fen- 


tanyl test strips and an 
annual report on service- 
member drug overdoses 
to help clarify and ad- 
dress barriers to care for 
substance use disorder. 
Divesting From Legacy 
Defense Systems: Con- 


gressman Moulton led 
the effort to require the 
Department of Defense 
to report on how it will 
divest from legacy sys- 
tems that no longer opti- 
mally meet the needs of 
our military. This provi- 
sion will enhance Con- 
gress’ oversight of the 
Defense Department and 
ensure that taxpayer dol- 
lars are going to plat- 
forms that make our mil- 
itary more effective. 
Promoting Nuclear Non- 
proliferation: As Rank- 
ing Member of the Stra- 
tegic Forces Subcommit- 
tee, Congressman Moul- 
ton led an effort -to re- 
verse Republican fund- 
ing cuts to nuclear non- 
proliferation efforts. The 
additional funding will 
ensure that the National 
Nuclear Security Admin- 
istration is able to pre- 
vent the spread of nu- 
clear weapons and over- 


- gee arms control efforts 


at a time of growing . 
strategic challenges. 

Over-the-Horizon Radar 
Competitive Procure- 
ment: Congressman Moul- 
ton led the effort to en- 
sure that part of the con- 
tract for the Air Force’s 
next-generation over-the- 
horizon radar system 
will be competitively 
awarded, ensuring that 
U.S. companies are eligi- 
ble to compete. 

The Senate passed the 
NDAA Thursday night. It 
now heads to the White 
House for President Bi- 
den to sign into law.

Absent some big movements over the 
next 10 months, Stoneham Schools Superin- 
tendent Dr. David Ljungberg and his cen- 
tral office colleagues will find themselves 
without a work space just as the town cele- 
brates the grand opening of a new $215 mil- 
lion high school. 

Though school officials have been hunt- 
ing for a new place to call home for well 
over a year, the search process suffered a 
major setback just about a week ago, when 
residents assembled at a Special Town 
Meeting handily rejected a plan to site the 
offices within an old 22-room nursing home 
on the western edges of town by the Woburn 
line. 

News of the defeat was likely anything 
but surprising to town leaders like School 
Committee member Nicole Nial, who had 
with Ljungberg been appointed to a 12- 
member advisory committee tasked with 
exploring the proposed $2.9 million pur- 
chase of the old Arnold House at 490 
William St. 

In fact, in mid-November, after sensing 
that many of her advisory board peers were 
hostile to the idea of retrofitting the Victo- 
rian era estate’s second floor for office uses, 
Nial suggested school officials officially 
cross off the Unicorn Golf Course area 
property as a viable site for district’s top ad- 
ministrators. 

At the time, Nial and others exploring 


the real-estate acquisition had just been 
appraised by Gorman Richardson Lewis 
Architects (GRLA) staff that besides the 
renovation costing way more than first 
thought, it would likely prove impossible 
to retrofit the house before the district’s 
administrators were booted from their ex- 
isting offices within Stoneham High 
School (SHS) off of Franklin Street. 

“It sounded like early on in this. 
process, this committee wasn’t even in 
support of the schools moving to 
William Street,” stated the School 
Committee member during an 
Arnold House Committee Meeting 
in November. 

During a subsequent School Commit- 
tee gathering in the Central Middle 
School, Ljungberg reluctantly agreed the 
time had come to move on to other alter- 
natives. 

“Right now, I think the best option for us 
is to proceed in a different manner. It’s 
good to know that option is seemingly off 
the table now so we can move toward a dif- 
ferent pathway,” recommended the super- 
intendent. 

With the Arnold House option now com- 
pletely ruled out, school officials are explor- 
ing at least two alternatives, including the 
potential lease of commercial office space 
in town.

Back in Nov. of 2021, Stoneham’s voters 
overwhelmingly passed an $189.6 million 
debt exclusion needed to pay for the con- 
struction of a new flagship high school and 
adjoining athletic complex on the existing 
35-acre SHS site by the Melrose line. 

First built in 1968, the old 211,000 square 
foot SHS was first built as a junior high and 
included a series of unused vocational

decades. 

Proponents of constructing a new facil- 
ity had lobbied the Mass. School Building 
Authority (MSBA) for at least six consecu- 
tive years before the state agency’s Board 
of Directors in 2018 finally agreed to con- 
sider partially funding the project. 

By the time voters headed to the polls to 
okay the project, the town was abuzz with 
optimism about the design, which called for 
the construction of a new three-story build- 
ing with 23 core classrooms, various art 
and music spaces, six state-of-the-art sci- 
ence labs, and a brand new library. 

Also proposed were a brand new gym- 
nasium and auditorium, a grand foyer near 
the main entrance where public gatherings 
could be held, and outside, a trio of new 
synthetic athletic fields that would be clus- 
tered around a new main stadium with 
bleacher seating, conces- 
g sions, public restrooms, and
